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COUNT AFORMER 
WAITER 1S BEING 
HUNTED AS FORGER 


Police Charge That .He 
Passed a Bad Check for $5 
on a Saloonkeeper. 





A waiter turned ‘‘count,”’ and from 
“count’’ become forger, is being sought 
by the police for victimizing Joseph 
Gizek, a saloon keeper at 2001 Pestaloz- 
zi street, with a check for $5.80. The 
check, which was signed ‘‘F. Schmidt. 
Schmidt Manufacturing Co.,” was re 
turned to Gizek Tuesday with the nota- 
tion, “‘forgery.”’ 

Two of the romantic names under 
which the “nobleman” traveled ‘“‘incog- 
nito,’” as he put it, were “Walter H. 
de Beaurrient’” and “Walter H. de Foer- 
est."" But his real name, “he admitted 
to acquaintances, with..affected -reiuc- 
tance, was ‘“‘Count Walter Meau de 
Beaurrieaux’’ of Belgium. 

But men who saw the personage in 
Gizek’s saloon, identified him as a 
former waiter at the cafe in the Colo- 
nial Building, Grand avenue and Mor- 
gan street. 

Some weeks ago, the “‘Count.’’ who 
had engaging and ingratiating man- 
ners, persuaded Andrew Scherer, 401 
South Broadway, to cash checks for $5 
and $9. Adolph Morestadt, 714 Franklin 
avenue, cashed one for $10. The three 
checks proved to be bogus, and the 
‘nobleman’ was arrested. He pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to six months 
in the Workhouse. 

Secret of Noble Birth Told. 

Before he was committed, a man ap- 
proached reporters for St. Louis Ger- 
man newspapers and told them, in all 
ccnfidence, that if they would inves- 
tigate they would discover in the 
prisoner a ‘‘count”’ traveling incognito. 

To the reporters the forger hesitating- 
ly admitted that they had been cor- 
rectly informed concerning his iden- 
tity, but begged that they keep the 
secret. To prove What he said. he 
produced a létter signed “Countess Blu- 
menthal’” of Belgium, who addressed 
the ‘Count de Beaurrieaux”’ as ‘“‘my 
dear brother.’’ Convinced and unable 
to endure the thought of a nobleman 
being in prison, the reporters for the 
werman papers made his bogus checks 


A month ago the “Count” was liber- 
ated. Gizek cashed the check for him 
Saturday night.

Wants Jewelry Value. 

Miss Creekmoré,.in conneetion with 
her slander suit against the elder 
Ogden, filed Tuesday a suit against 
Benjamin Ogden Jr., for jewelry 
she says he obtained from her at a 
time when she expected him to di- 
vorce his wife and marry her. 

In her sult against the younger 
Ogden she says he was employed by 
a jewelry company, and that he 
gave her gems, but later asked her 
to return the articles and leave the 
city, and promised to forward the 
presents to her. This, she says, was 
a pretext to get the articles back. She 
says he told her it “would not be 
safe” for her to be found with the 
jewelry he had given her, as he had 
had trouble with his employer. 

The jewelry she claims § includes 
diamond rings, one of them with eae 
two-Karat stone, having been regard- 
ed by her as an engagement ring; a 
diamond pin, a gold watch and a 
four-leaved clover set with pearls. 
She says she still retains a number of 
his gifts, including a gold signet ring, 
an alligator skin shopping bag, a 
silver purse and a diamond cross. 

Miss Creekmore is cashier for the 
Columbian National Life Insurance 
Co., room 606 La Salle Building. A 
Post-Dispatch reporter saw her at the 
company’s office Wednesday. 

“T love Ben still,” she said. “He 
was the real original Santa Claus, and 
I.couldn’t help being fond of him. He 
meant to marry me all right, and 
once he sent mea pieture of his little 
boy, Ben Ogden, the third, saying he 
wanted the boy and his “stepmother” 
to love each other. 

His parents annoyed me by tele- 
phone messages, and by attempts to 
get me put out of my boarding house 
and dismissed from my position, and 
his wife tried to play detective on 
me, with the help of a regular de- 
tective. 

*‘He used to assure me he would 
get a divorce from his wife, saying it 
would be easy to obtain it. I beHleved 
him up to the time when he got the 
jewelry back from me, although I 
had received some inquiries from his 
employers before that time about the 
jewelry. When I gave it to him on 
his promise to forward it to me, and 
he did not return it, I knew that he 
had just adopted a ruse to get it 
away from me.”

OVERALLS SHOCK 
WIVES IN HAMLET 


Complaint to Prosecutor 
Against Campers’ Costume 
Not Supported by Husbands. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KIRKSVILLE, Mo., Aug. 24.— The 
hamlet of Yarrow, of 30 inhabitants, 
which boasts of being the smallest 
town in the United States having its 
street lighted by a local electric plant, 
has been shocked into clvil and do- 
mestic strife by eight women, most of 
them wives of officials of the Q. 0. & 
K. ¢. Railroad, who camped in three 
cottages across the Chariton River 
from Yarrow and who wore - men’s 
overalls during the outing. 

The women of Yarrow, the wives of 
resident farmers and the general store 
proprietors, complained to Prosecuting 
Attorney Rieger and Sheriff Williams 
by telephone Saturday about the cot- 
tagers going through town in overalls 
and actually eritering their husbands’ 
stores and purchasing goods. The 
woman who telephoned said she had 
been delegated to do so by practically 
every woman living in the village, and 
that the cottagers\ were disturbing their 
peace, ; 

Rieger did not get around to in- 
vestigating the matter until today, 
when he cornered two Yarrow men on 
the streets of Kirksville. *The Yar- 
row men declared that the women 
looked all right to them, and did not 
disturb their peace, and, what was 
more, they said there was more fish- 
ing done in Yarrow, on the bank op- 
posite the cottages, than in any other 
week of the season. They said the 
women wore shirtwaists w their 
overalls. 

Camp Broken Up. 

The attorney learned also that the 
cottagers had broken camp and gone 
to their homes, so legal action would 
be difficult anyway. 

He looked up the law, however, and 
foung that the wearing of shirtwaists 
would prevent them from being 
charged with masquerading in men’s 
attire, even if anyone wanted to 
lodge such a complaint against them. 
The Yarrow women were left without 
redress under the law, especially as 
Sheriff Williams announced that he 
did not care if women in Adair Coun- 
ty wore overalls unless they made 
themselves too conspicuous and had 
caused disorderly crowds to gather.

SOUTHWEST’ AFFECTED 





Lumbermen. Also Are Asked 
to Work for Adjustment 
of Shipping Costs. 





A demand for a full and impartial in- 
vestigation of the manner in which the 
interstate -railroads have increased 


freight rates throughout the Southwest 
is made in a resolution passed Wednes- 
day at a special meeting of the St. Louis 
Advertising Men’s League. 

The resolutions, prepared by I. H. 
Sawyer, urge that some means be found 
by which railroad rates.can remain 
without interruption for 12 months, to 
avoid widespread impairment of busi- 
ness and material increase in the al- 
ready high cost of living to the public. 

The resolutions were carried by Saw- 
yer from the ad men’s meeting at 
Lippe’s Cafe to the meeting of the 
lumbermen at Hotel Jefferson, with the 
request that the lumbermen join in the 
movement for publicity, fair rates and 
#2 months of tranquillity. 

The lumbermen are especially con- 
cerned in the movement. for the reason 
that they are the owners of severa!' 
hundred miles of small railroads, built 
at their own expense, in the lumber 
regions of Arkansas, Louisiana aud 
other Southwestern states. 


Rates Canceled, Increase Made. 


These small roads, known as intra- 
state lines, have been handling freight 
from St. Louis at a rate fixed by the 
interstate roads on the basis of rates 
to main line points. These arrange- 
nents, the lumbermen say, have lately 
been: tanceled by several of the big 
roads and the shippers have suddenly 
been confronted with a greatly increased 
rate to points on those lines. 

The big roads, the lumbermen say, 
have been unable to raise their own 
rates without the approval of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, s80 
have done what is virtually the same 
thing by canceling their traffic ar- 
rangements with the little lines.

CHURCH Poo BOX 


Prisoner Gets Away With 
Nominal Fine Out of Con- 
sideration for Mother. 


Since the New Testament enjoins the 
forgiveness of an erring xrother sev- 
enty and seven times, the Rev. Father 
Stephen J. Brady of St. John’s Cath- 
olic Church decided in the Court of 
Criminal Correction Wednesday that he 
could bestow one pardon upon Valea- 
tine Horning, 23 years old, whom he 
caught looting the poor ‘box in the 
church a few days ago. 

By the priest's intercession, Horning. 
who pleaded guilty, escaped with a fine 
of $1 and costs, or $6 in all. When 
Horning was arrested, the priest was 
asked whether he would prosecute. He 
replied: 

‘Most certainly. A man who will rob 
a poor box is the worst kind of thief.” 

But when Horning had entered his 
plea, Father Brady arose and begged 
the Court to exercise clemency. 

“Why have you forgiven him?’ asked 
Judge Taylor, with some surprise. 

“It is Christian to forgive,”’ replied 
the priest. “And the boy has a good 
mother. He has never been in trouble 
before and has apologized to me. I 
think that if he gets another chance 
he will become a good man.” 

Father Brady, detecting Horning at 
the poor box, seized him by the collar, 
dragged him from the church and 
thrashed him, before turning him over 
to policemen, 


GOVERNOR HADLEY WILL COME 
TO CHOOSE POLICE BOARD HEAD 


Will Confer With City Commit- 
tee and Meet Several Men 


Under Consideration. 


Gov. Hadley is expected to be in St.

A rumor was current Wednesday that 
Hobart Brinsmade, who was appointed 
to the Police Board soon after Reynolds 
was named for its president, would.re- 
sign as a result of Reynolds’ resigna- 
tion. Brinsmade, who returned to 8t. 
Louis Tuesday night after being ap- 
sent several weeks, said Wednesday he 
had not ofnsidered the matter. 

The Governor is known to be consid- 
ering Excise Commissioner Caulfield as 
president of the Police Board. He also 
is considering the elevation of Commis- 
sioner Teichmann to.the presidency. 

The name of Luther Ely Smith, an 
attorney, and one of the organizers of 
the Municipal League, which had for 
its object the investigation of the rec- 
ords of candidates for municipal offices, 
has been presented to the City Commit- 
tee. 

According to dispatches from Jeffer- 
son City, Hadley is favorable to the 
suggestion that he appoint Judge W. B. 
Homer, Circuit Judge, but St. Louts 
politicians say that as-Judge Homer’s 
term will not expire until next Janu- 
ary, there is little probability he will be 


named.

One had an elec- 
tric bug folded in the dough, it evi- 
dently having died there. 

The other place is at —— Franklin 
avenue. I bought there some coffee 
cake which seemed nice enough, but 
in the center I found a fly. If that 
isn’t disgusting, nothing can be. 
Assembly Members Want Reform. 
Additional interviews obtained by 

Post-Dispatch reporters from mem- 
bers of the Municipal Assembly show 
a general sentiment in favor of more 
stringent laws governing bakeries 
and other places. where foodstuffs 
are made amd sold. A large number 
|of delegates went on record last week 
as favoring such laws. Others ex- 
press themselves ag follows: 

Dr. R. A. Walker, chairman of the 
Sanitary Committee of the House of 
Delegates: We need a bakershop law 
that would protect the product from 
the time they are made to the time 
they are delivered to the consumer. 
The law should not. discriminate 
against the baker, however—that 
would be class legislation. Grocers, 
confectioners, and restaurant keep- 
ers should be compelled to keep their 
places clean, as well as the baker. 
Mr. Taussig’s bill, which i helped in 
defeating, discriminated entirely 
against the baker, The ordinance, 
too, should protect everything we eat, 
Bread should be wrapped in tissue pa- 
per and be covered ih the bakery 
wagons to prevent flies and dirt from 
getting in. -Recently I.saw a number 
of loaves of bread drop from a loaded 
wagon to the dirty street. The driver 
picked up the loaves, brushed them 
off and went on his way. The Sani- 
tary Committee made an investiga- 
tion a year ago. We found the bak- 
erles in the same condition as men- 
tioned In the Post-Dispatch. We also 
found lots of clean bakeries. he’ 
bakeries in the poorer districts are — 
to blame for the complaints while a 
too stringent ordinance will work a 
hardship or all the bakerles. 

Opposes Use as Sleeping Rooms. 

Delegate W. H. Jacoba: I am in 
favor of a bakery law which would rem~ 
edy the conditions mentioneé in the 
Post-Dispatch. I want bakeries to be 
as clean as a person’s home, The ordl- 
nance should prevent people from sleep- 
ing in the rooms where bread is made. 
Dogs should not be allowed to wander 
about in the bakery. 


Delegate Herman Duing: If the con- 
dition aa the bakeries as printed in the 


Post-Dispatch is true it certainly looks 
bad for St. Louis. People have a right 
to clean goods, whether it be in a ba- 
kery or ih a grocery store, I have been 
in bakeries where the dirt and filth was 
piled high and people had to puy the 
bread made in thig dirty hole. I would 
certainly support an ordinance that 
would do away with such abuses.

next. spring. Then we will play a se- 
riés of no less than seven games. Maybc 
we will agree on nine.” ° 


The Browns and Cardinals have com- 
pleted their lists of purchased minor 
league ballplayers for the 1911 season 
and it must be said that the squads 
are none too impressive looking. 
Mathewsons, Cobbs and Wagners may 
be developed from the talent lined up 
by Owners Hedges and Robison, but on 
paper it seems that this will hardly 
occur. 

Sept. 1 other players will be obtained 
by draft. They seldom amount to 
much for the simple reason that prom- 
ising looking ball players hardly ever 
reach the drafting stage. The minors 
are scoured yearly by scouts from every 
big league team in the country and if 
a playér is. conceded a slight chance to 
make good in the majors, he {fs hur- 
rledly purchased. 

Of course, the two local managements 
may obtain additional players during 
the off-season through trades and pur- 
chases, but this has been voted a poor 
system of strengthening a team. It is 
seldom that a player released by one 
club proves a success with another. 
There have been instances, notably that 
of Miller Huggins with the Cardinals, 
but they are few and far between. 

Manager Bresnahan of the Cardinals 
has included mostly pitchers in his new 
His outfield failed dur- 
ing the present season, but it was 
principally due to the poor pitching of 
his staff of hurlers that caused the 
slump of the team. With mediocre 
twirling the Cardinals would have land- 
ed a couple of notches higher. 

Roger may figure that his infield and 
outfield wi!l do next season with im- 
proved pitching for his team.

MISSOULA, Mont., Aug. 24.—Refu- 
gees from the fire-swept district of 
Western Montana and Idaho are be- 
ginning to arrive at various points, 
gradually lessening the number of 
persons reported missing. Fifty-four 
are known to be dead and the total 
may reach 200. 

A heavy fall of snow in the mountains 
and rain in the valleys. has done much 
toward bringing the forest fires under 
control. The storm has extended over 
an area of 100 Square miles, going as 
far east as Helena and taking in the 
Coeur d’Alene district 

All of the men on the list of Govern- 
ment foresters employed in Idaho have 
reported to the supervisor or are known 
to be safe. 

One of the most thrilling experi- 
ences thus far told was that of Mr. 
and Mrs. A. Patterson of Wallace, 
Idaho, who, with a party of five men, 
arrived at Iron Mountain, Mont., yes- 
terday. When the party started out 
it included Robert Murray, who is 
lame, but he was unable to keep up 
and was left behind. It is feared that 
he perished. 

When the fire overtook the party, 
it was one day’s trip from a railway. 
After having traveled a short distance 
on their return their advance was cut 
off, and they were compelled to go 
back over the summit of the moun- 
tain. With fire surrounding. them 
after the first day’s travel, weary and 
discouraged and confused by the 
smoke, it remained for Mrs. Patterson 
to lead the party out. With a firm 
worg of command she led the party 
for two days. 

Lame Man Is Abandoned. 

On the second afternoon the members 
of the party were forced to run for their 
lives. Murray, who had a wooden leg, 
was unable to keep up and had to be 
abandoned. When they reached Iron 
Mountain, Mrs. Patterson's condition 
Was better than that of the men, who 
appeared completely exhausted. 

Among the retugees who have arrived 
here are George Cook and wife of Mul- 
lan, Idaho, who ‘were in the mountains 
near Mullan when overtaken by the 
fire. They started Sunday toward Mul- 
lan, but on the way’ out came face to 
face with another fire and had to change 
their course. They walked all night, 
meeting fire after fire and got to Thomp- 
eon Falis at noon the next day. 

“I shall never forget that trip,” said 
Mrs. Cook. “On either side of the moun- 
tains trees were burning from. bottom 
to top.

sense of justice that has overcome the 
mother’s shielding love of a daughter’s 


name. 

Mrs. Jennie C. Proctor, 
at 144 West One Hundred and Twenty- 
fourth street, mother of the woman who 
was shot, is urging the pardon. She 
says she has worked for it straight 
through the time that Rose has been 
serving his 19 years’ sentence. She has 
worked steadily, untiringly, and now, 
rather than have her efforts fail, she 
wants the world to know what she 
has concealed for years—that Rose was 
her daughter’s savior and that she 
feels she must save him in turn. 

“I have worked, I have starved, I 
have gone without clothes to get my 
son-in-law out of Sing Sing,” she said, 
‘and it’s because it is just. He was 
not to blame for killing my daughter. 
He saved her for years from a life 
worse than death, and though it breaks 
my heart to tell it, she would have it 
told to save him.” 

Face Tells of a Sad Life. 

Mrs. Proctor is 71 years old. The 
years have told on her. Her face is 
lined. Her eyes are dimmed. Her work- 
old hands also tell their story of those 
years of starving at the needle point. 

The shooting took place at the Rose 
home, 330 West Thirty-third street. 
Rose walkéd to the West  Thirtieth 
Street Police Station and gave himself 
up. He was treated at Matteawan for 
insanity for a year, then pleaded guilty 
on the advice of his attorney, A. H. 
Hummel, in Justice Davis’ court. While 
serving his sentence he has _ been 
marked for his good behavior. Two 
years ago he was taken from the con- 
finemient of his cell to study medicine 
and nursing in the hospital ward. 

Mrs. Jennie Proctor was a widow in 
Keokuk, Io., who boarded students from 
the Keokuk Medical College to sup- 
port her four daughters. 

Belle, the oldest, was 16. She became 
engaged to Peter Hoyt Cody, a senior 
in the medical school. He was from 
St. Johns, Newfoundland, and when he 
was on his way to the wedding his 
train was wrecked and he was killed 
instantly. 

The young girl took laudanum, but 
they saved her and she went to her sis- 
ter in Missouri. Later she disappeared 
and a long time afterward wrote she 
was married. Asked for the license, ghe 
answered that her husband had kept it 
in his_ pocket.

*“‘Rooseve't thought I was a stand- 
patter, whereas 1 prefer to be called 
a straight-out Republican regular, but 
with the same kind of progressive ten- 
dencies that the party as a whole 
shows,’’ said Mr. Harding. 

“Do you consider that Ohio Democrats 
have the, Republicans on the defensive 
because of the graft revelations?” was 
asked. 

“I do not,” he replied. “Gov. Har- 
mon says that ‘guilt is personal.’ I say 
if guilt is private it is also individual 
and the Republican rascals were simply 
traitors to their party. Moreover, there 
were just as many Democratic grafters 
uncovered as Republicans and the Dem- 
ocrats nominated one of them on their 
State ticket. We are not going to de-

Stimulants by the mouth awaken latent force. They are for a 


crisis. The point is to nail and screw down the law that stimulants 
must never be used as a constant practice on pain of death. They 
are for illness or for a crisis and these alone. The young man 
should make this law for himself, enforce it himself without preach- 
ment or even suggestion from anyone. 

Here are some of the business man’s motives. Under stimulant 
the judgment can never be judicial, the conclusion never right. 
This is an absolute law. Under stimulant imagination is ultra-ac- 
tive and therefore the perception of fact faulty. Under stimulant 
the will acts fitfully, not always reinforced, but often weakened. 

Therefore the power to keep an agreement and the executive 
faculty are grievously impaired. Under stimulant the moral sense 
is dull, The sensibility of right and wrong is so blunted that a man 
may wrong himself. and not realize it, even calling his deed gen- 
erosity, which in the given,case he has no privilege to extend. 
That the stimulated man may wrong others, apparently but slightly 
conscious of his crime, goes without saying. 

This is a bad list of sure errors. It is absolutely beyond all 
question that the impeachment is correct. The functions of mind, 
named judgment, perception, will, consciehee, are at the very basis 
of a vigorous and prosperous career. If their value is not under- 
stood, then one is blind. 

The impairment of them should be féar, and even a terror if 
need be. To a rational mind the appeaj is simply irresistible. Do 
not stimulate and break off the habit at any cost, if you have it, 
while you can. Stimulating for pleasure is poison, for the reason 
that the memory associates with the pleasure, which is natural, 
the supposed added thrill of the stimulant. Then the mind is like 
a dog that has learned a trick and must always do the same in its 
order. Stimulant means pleasure to that mind. : |

NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened steady at an advance of 4 points 
to a decline of 1 point, but while the cables 
were a little better than yesterday and 
weather news from the Southwest continued 
bullish, there was very little demand, and 
after the opening prices eased off to a net 
loss of about 1@5 points on new crop si- 
tions under scattered realizing or local bear 
pressure. 

August opened at 16.55c, or 3 points high- 
er, but eased off to 16’37¢ during the early 
trading under a few scattered offerings in 
the absence of bull support. 

Cotton spot closed quiet 10 points lower. 
Middling uplands, 16.45c; middling gulf, 
16,70c. Sales, 400 bales. 

After selling about 4@6 points net loss 
on new crop positions, the market steadied 
late in the forenoon on covering, and the 
detailed Texas weather report showing 
temperatures ranging from 88 to 107 de- 
grees and absence of any further rain. 

Prices at midday still showed ia net 
loss of 9 points on August, but were only 
2@83 points under the closing figures of 
last night on the active months.

IN CONTROL OF 
GRAIN MARKETS 


Prices Are Over One Cent 
Lower—Cash Demand 
Poor. 


The elimination of the shorts by the 
rise in wheat late, Tuesday made the 
market vulnerable to attack today, and 
prices weakened all along the line on 
the bear selling. Trading was profes- 
sional in character, the “dear public,” 
for the time being, showing little inter- 
est in the speculation. 

~ue subsidence of the export inquiry 
has been a distinct disappointment to 
the trade, especially as at the decline 
it was thought a moderate revival 
would take place. 

Instead prices have dropped further 


,out of line with our markets, with a 


disparity between bids and offers of as 
much as 4%c a bu. While this lasts, it 
is hard to see just On what prices can 
be permanently bulled. 

The cash demand also shows no im- 
provement, and while a year ago stocks 
in all important markets were going to 
the mills, now they are piling up daily 
at primary points. 

Chicago expects stocks of wheat there 
to shortly total 20,000,000 bu, a record 
supply, at this season: Cash houses 
Tuesday reported practically no busi- 
ness, with best bids afloat for No. 2 
red wheat, out of store, 3c under the 
market for September. The same con- 
ditions ruled the cash trade today. 

In the Canadian Northwest the hopes 
of the bulls were shattered with the 
failure of predicted frosts to material- 
ize. On the other hand, in the domes- 
tic spring and winter wheat territory 
weather was favorable for the new 
movement and receipts at primary 
points, especially in the Northwest, 
were unusually heavy. 

snow says: “Threshing returns to date 
show yields of wheat above indications 
in the three Northwestern states. Min- 
nesota average se far, 17 bu, against a 
Government indication Aug. 1 of 14.2; 
South Dakota, 16 bu, against 11; North

In Barnes and Wadsworth he will meet 
two good fighters. Barnes is the talk- 
er. of the pair, but Wadsworth is a 
shrewd and determined young man and 
is schooled in politics beyond his years.
